The Reformation is not to be 
explained by reading books on 
Luther. The Methodist revival 
that swept England and America 
fa not to be understood by under- 
standing Wesley. Moody is not 
sufficient explanation of the re- 
vival in which he was. the central 
personality. Sam Jones and Billy 
Sunday were incidental to God’s 
sweeping spiritual tides in their 
day. God used them as He used 
Moses, and yet Moses was but 
God’s man in a mighty movement 
that has had its effect upon all 
history since Israel marched out 
of Egypt. 


After all is said by way of ex- 
planation, God is the source of

(The Bible, Heb. 9:27.) 


Life has its varied appoint- 
ments. Some of these, men make 
for themselves while others are 
made for them. Some men take 
their appointments seriously and 
keep them scrupulously, while 
others are careless and frequently 
let them slide. 


Here, however, are two appoint- 
ments made for man, not by him- 
self, nor by any of his fellows, 
but by an Almighty God, and 
these appointments, sooner or 
later, every man must keep. 
Every man has an appointment 

at the door of death. 

The fact of the appointment as 
stated by the death notice is not 


timed. It is not a notice for the 
calendar or diary, but for the] a> 
heart. Death has taken a serious; @e. 


toll in the recent war days. There 
has been a congested one-way 
traffic into the life beyond. The 
death lanes have been crowded 
with the flower of the world’s 
manhood, many of them suddenly 
precipitated into what someone 
(Continued on Page 6) 
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right om the essentials about sin 
and Hell. Do you want to know 
why Jesus died? There is not 
any conceivable explanation for 
the death of Christ, Calvary and 
the atonement if poor Christ-re- 
jecting sinners do not go to a 
Hel] of torment. If there is not 
a Hell, then the crucifixion of 
Christ was (I say it reverently) 
the stupidity of God; NH was an 
inexcusable crime from God for 
Jesus to have died as He died if 
there is not a Hell to keep people 
from. You cannot be right on the 
fundamentals of Christian  the- 
ology if you are not right on Hell. 

In nearly every revival cam- 
paign I preach the first Sunday 
night on Hell. I have a big bunch 
of preachers on the platform. 

I am going to Akron, Ohio, 
Tuesday, July 6, for a big city- 
wide campaign; and I will say to 
them, as I say everywhere I go: 
“If you do not believe what Jesus 


Christ said about Hell, you are 
not a Christian, you are an infidel, 
you are a pagan, you are a 
heathen. you have no right to 
name the name of Christ. I will 


say,-“‘I want everybody who be- 
lieves the Bible, everybody who 
believes in salvation by the blood 
to come in and help in this revival 
campaign. But if there is a 
preacher here who does not be- 
lieve what Jesus Christ said about 
Hell, you can take your dolls and 
doll buggy and go home. We are 
not going to cut any corners on 
this matter and I want everybody 
to know it.” I preach on Hell the 
first Sunday night. 

You are not a good Christian 
if you are not right on this Hell 
question. And you are no good 
to God as a preacher if you are 
not right on this question. You 
are not going to be a soul win- 
ner until Hell is real to you. Will 
you pray that God will make x 
real tonight to our hearts? 

Luke 16:19-31 Is Not a Parable 

Let’s see what Jesus said about 
Hell. First of all, I want you to 
notice that this is not a parable 
that I have read to you. Some- 
times people very foolishly, very 
thoughtlessly speak of this Scrip- 
ture as a parable and call it the 
parable of the rich man and 
Lazarus. This is not a parable. 
In the first .place, Jesus did not 
say it was a parable, and we have 
no right to say it. Inthe second 
place, it does not have the marks 
of a parable. A parable has a 
certain general, indefinite quality. 
Let me illustrate: the Scripture 
says in Luke, chapter 15 “A 
certain man had two sons .. .” 
Which man? We do not know; no 
name is given. Why? § -Because 
this is a parable that is going to 
fit everybody. ‘The younger son 
gathered all together .. What 
was his name? We do not know 
because this is going to fit any 
boy who ever ran away from home 
or any man or woman who ever 


went way from God. a ee 
took his journey into a far 
country.” What is the name of 


the country? We do not know. It 
is anywhere a man ever went into 
ein and landed in a spiritual hog- 
pen. “He went and joined him- 
self to a citizen of that country; 
and he sent him into his fields 
to feed swine.” What was the 
citizen’s name? I do not know. 
Where did he live? I do not know. 
It pictures anybody’s condition 
and associates who ever did land 
in sin. It shows the results of 
sin. It is a parable. It is an 
indefinite illustrative story that is 
intended to have general applica- 
tion. No historical facts or names 
or places are given. 

Suppose I say to you: “Once 
upon a time -— long, long ago — 
in The Land of Never Again a 
lovely prince charming mounted 
his white charger and rode out: 
to the wars. He came, as the 
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fairy tale has it to a great forest. 
He cut his way through it and 
came to a deserted and enchanted 
castle. There he found a sleeping 
beauty who had been asleep for a 
hundred years. He kissed her and 
she awoke. He took her to be his 
wife and they lived happily ever 
afterwards.” That is obviously 
a fairy tale. No man whom we 
know is named. There are no 
historical characters. There is no 
real place mentioned. It might 
have some interest as an illustra- 
tive story, but it is not historic. 
But if I say: On Monday, June 
14, Lleft Wheaton, Illinois, I got 
a plane at five o'clock. I arrived 
at Greenville, South Carolina, at 
eighteen minutes past ten that 
night. Mrs. Rice was with me. 
Mr. Ray Cutchin, Mrs. Cutchin and 
Miss Fairy Shappard met us at 
the plane, took us immediately 
to "Grace Haight Hall, ete. If I 
tell the story bit by bit, give the 
names of people you know, give 
dates and such matters, either 
I am telling historical facts or 
I am lying. I am not telling a 
parable or a fairy tale, 
Here the Scripture says, “There 
was a certain beggar...” Jesus 
says, ‘I will give you his name. 
It was Lazarus. He died and he 
was taken in the arms of Abraham 
fan historical character]. There 
was a certain rich man, and I 
would tell you his name but some 
of his brothers are still alive and 
living around here. Everyone 
would be embarrassed; I will not 
call his name. But this is what 
happened to him.’ 
This is not a parable; this is 
history. No _ intelligent Bible 
student should call this a parable 
in view of the facts in the case. 
This is history. Jesus did not 
say it was a parable; this really 
happened, ; 
Jesus Preached About Hell 
All The Time! 
I want you to notice, too, that 
Jesus preached on Hell all the 
time. For instance, I have gone 
through the book of Matthew 
afresh and found the Scriptures 
where Jesus talked about Hell. 
I leave mut what John the Baptist 
said about Hell and what others 


said about it, and I read you from 


the book of Matthew alone a few 
passages giving what Jesus said 
about Hell: 

“Whosoever shall say to 
brother, Raca, shall be in danger 
of the council: but whosoever 
shall say, Thou fool, shall be in 
danger of hell fire.’-—-Matt. 5:22. 

Some of you are afraid to say 
Hell; Jesus was not. Some. of 
you are afraid to preach on it; 
Jesus did every time He got up 
to speak. Again in the same 
chapter we read: 

“And if thy right eye offend 
thee, pluck it out, and cast it 
from thee: for wt is profitable 
for thee that one of thy members 
should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into 
hell. And if thy right hand offend 
thee, cut it off, and cast it from 
thee: for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should 
perish, and not that thy whole 
body should be cast into hell.”— 
Matt. 5:29, 30. 


That is what Jesus said! 


on Hell everywhere I go. I hope 
tonight God will lay a new burden 
on my heart and on _ your 
heart. Oh, we woukd not have 
to preach to  ~peopile = about 
compassion if we understood what 
Hell was like. We would not have 
to try to urge people _on, plead 
with people persuade people about 
soul winning if they ever really 
believed that Hell is real. I 
want God to lay it on our hearts. 

I read on, in Matthew, chapter 
13: 

“As therefore the tares are 
gathered and burned in the fire; 
so shal] it be in the end of this 
world. The Son of man _ shall 
send forth his angels, and they 
shall gather out of his kingdom 
all things that offend, and them 
which do iniquity; And shall cast 
them into a furnace of fire: there 
shall be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth.”—Matt. 13:40-42. 

Now this is not the parable; 
this is the explanation of the 
parable. Notice the term, ‘furnace 
of fire.”” Jesus saiq that. Some- 
body said, “Do you believe there 
is fire in Hell?” Well, there is 


full reason for me to believe any-

thing Jesus said, and He said this 


at least five times! Jesus said 
there is fire in Hell. Till read 
on: 

“Again the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a net, that was cast 


into the sea, and gathered of every 
kind: Which when it was full, 
they drew to shore, and sat down, 
and gathereq the good into ves- 
sels, but cast the bad away. (That 
is the parable. Now here is the 
explanation.) So shall it be at 


the end of the world: the angels 


shall come forth, and sever the 
wicked from among the just, And 
shall cast them into the furnace 
of fire: there shall be wailing and 
gnashing of teeth.’—Matt. 13:47- 
50. 


The fish in the parable were 
cast away; but it means that lost 
men will be cast into the furnace 
of fire that is the explanation 
Jesus gave. Again I read what 
Jesus said: 


“Wherefore if thy hand or thy 
foot offend thee, cut them off, and 
cast them from thee: it is better 
for thee to enter into life halt or 
maimed, rather than having two 
hands or two feet to be cast into 
everlasting fire. Ang if thine eye 
offend thee, pluck it out, and cast 
at from thee: it is better for thee 
to enter into life with one eye, 
rather than having two eyes to be 
cast into hell fire.”—Matt. 18: 8, 
9. 

That is what Jesus said, and He 
said it again and again! Let me 
read another passage: 

“Then said the king to. the 
servants, Bind him hand and foot, 
and take him away, and cast him 
into outer darkness; there shal) be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth.” 
—Matt. 22:13. ; 

Jesus said, “This is the way 
they will do in the kingdom of 
God.

He is not speechless now, but 
he will be when Jesus Christ 
comes. God the Father says, 
"Where's your garment? Where's 
your robe? Where’s your wed- 
ding garment?’ He will be 
speechiess, ang the Lord will come 
in and say, “Bind him hand and 
foot, and take him away, and cast 
him into outer darkness; there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. For many-are called, but 
few are chosen.” That is the way 
Jesus preached about Hell all the 
time. 

In Matthew 23 Jesus talked to 
the scribes and Pharisees. To these 
church people Jesus preached eight 
times. Seven times He said, “Woe 
unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites!”” He saiq to them, in 
verse 33: “Ye serpents, ye genera- 
tion of vipers, how can ye escape 
the damnation of hell?” 

Now Jesus Christ preached that 
way to church people. It would 
be a mighty good thing if we 
would warn church people that 
they had better make sure they 
keep out of Hell. And any poor 
lost soul that is here tonight had 
better hear that, too! 

“Then shall he say also unto 
them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into ever- 
lasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels.’’—Matt. 25:41. 


“And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment: but the 
righteous into life eternal.’”’—Matt. 
25 : 46. 

Let me repeat it: The Lord 
Jesus Christ preached about Hell 
all the time. God forgive us 
if we don’t do it, too. 


L What Jesus Taught About 
Hell 

What does Jesus say about Hell? 

The first thing Jesus said is that 

they both died. There was a 


beggar, and he died. There was a/| 


rich man, and he died. The sick 
man died; the well man died. The 
poor man died; the rich man died. 
One man was a beggar and he did 
not have a doctor; he died. The 
rich man could have doctors, but 
he died, too. The beggar did not 
have nurse’s care and hospital 
assistants, so he died. They did 
not give him any sulfa drugs, so he 
died. But the rich man had all 
that money could buy and human 
aid could furnish; yet he died, too. 
The poor man died; the rich man 
died. The sick man died; the well 
man died. Do you see how it is? 
The beggar died, and the man 
who had all the vitamins and 
“fared sumptuously every day” 
died, too. Both of them died. 
Listen, my preacher friends; we 
must tell people everywhere that 
they are going to die! 
Jesus Reminded Us All Must Die 
There was a time in this coun- 
try when honest preachers, meet- 
mg people out on the road, would 
say to them, “Friend, are you 


prepared to meet God? Are you 
prepared to die?” These days we 
are too tactful for that. That is 


obsolete, passe’, en-elegant, and 
we would not be guilty of a thing 
like that! 

But whether we like it or not, 
people are dying all around us 
and people are going to die. If 
somebody is here tonight not 
gaved, you are going to die. 
Whether or not you are ready, you 
are going to die. You had better 
get ready to die. Anybody who 
is not ready to die is not fit to 
live. If you go home tonight and 
prepare for bed—put on your 
pajamas, wind the clock, put out 
the cat, lock the front door, lie 
down and read the papers for a 
little bit, then punch your pillow 
an extra time, turn off the light 
ang go to sleep—if you do that 
before making sure that you are 
ready to die, before seeing that 
your poor immortal soul is sure for 
Heaven and that you have escaped 
the horrible clutches of Hell fire, 
then you are nothing but a fool 
and you may wake up in Hell 
where the fire never goes out 
and the worm never dies. 

I know people do not like that 
kind of preaching. IK makes peo- 
ple uncomfortable. It disturbs 
people. One woman im Chicago 


said about my preaching, “Oh, that 
man! I have been going to hear 
him preach two weeks and I have 
lost ten pounds!” We need the 
kind of preaching that makes peo- 
ple lose somg weight and lose 
some sleep until they come to 
their senses. That same woman 
said to me, “I guess you think I’m 
a fool, coming to hear you preach 
all the time when I don’t believe 
anything you say.” And her face 
became paler and her great eyes 
became larger and the dark came 
under her eyes because she couldn't 
Sleep at night, and she said, “I 
guess you think I’m a fool, coming 
to hear you preach all the time 
when I don't believe anything you 
say.” 

[ said “I don’t think you've 
ever had any sense until now. 
You are just getting your” senses 
and your wits about you. You've 
been a fool ang a nut all your 
life. You've just begun to wake 
up.” Thank God, the Lord saved 
her, 

People die, and preachers ought 
to preach it! And others ought 
to tell it everywhere. 

Somebody says, 


“I don’t like 


deathbed tales in the pulpit.” In 
the first place, my friend, it does 
not especially matter to me what 
you like. I made up my mind a 
long time ago that I would not 
preach to please people. Every- 
body, as Dr. Bob Jones said today, 
can tell a preacher how to preach. 
And a lot of preachers listen. 
Don't you do it! Den’t you do it! 
You had better get your instruc- 
tions from headquarters. 

I say, I am not much inter- 
ested in whether you like death- 
bed tales in the pulpit or not. But 
whether you like it or not, you 
are going to have your own death- 
bed tale. You will not like it any 
better in a bedroom than you like 
it in a pulpit. You will not like 
it any better in a hospital. You 
will not like it any better when 
there is the screech of tires on the 
pavement, and the crash runs your

{ can remember the day. The 
walls were papered with newspa- 
per—-just a plain box house—-and 
the bare floor covered with some 
homemade rugs. I remember my 
mother with the glory on her face 
as she said, “Sing for me. Geor- 
gia, sing.”

It was that way with Laz- 
arus. Lazarus had been very 
poor. The Bible did not even 
say Lazarus was buried. I do 


not think he was. I imagine that 
that poor abused body, left out at 
the rich man’s gate, may have 
been eaten by the same scavenger 
dogs that licked his sores. What 
does it matter whether he was 
buried or not? The man himself, 
carried by a convoy of angels, went 
straight home to Heaven that day 
and was received. Oh, the gladness 
when a soul comes into Heaven 
Instantly it is Heaven if you are 


saved, or Hell when you are not. 
"The rich man also died. and was 
buried: and in Hell he lift up 


his eyes being in torments.”’ 

The next stop 
of the train when the eyelids close 
and there is the last gasp and the 
doctor Says ‘he is gone’; then it 
is Hel] if it is not Heaven. It is 
the lake of fire. It is the flaming 
torment. That is next after you 
die! 

Actual Torment in Hell’s Fire 


I want you to notice another 


thing. This man was tormented 
in flames. Some _ ultradispensa- 
lionalist says that Hell now is 


only a spirit Hell and has no fire. 
But Jesus said the man was tor- 
mented in flame! 

Somebody says, “I don’t believe 
the lake of fire comes until after the 
last judgment.” I yemind you that 
Jesus said in Matthew, chapter 
@ and verse 41, that He, the Son 
of man, when He comes to sit on 
His throne at Jerusalem, will say 
to those on His left hand, ‘Depart 
from me, ye workers of iniquity, 


into the lake of fire prepared for 
the devil and his angels.’ Every- 
body who goes to Hell goes 


straight to the lake of fire. One 
does not have his resurrection 
body, yet, but his soul wakes up in 
the fire. 

Somebody says, 
lieve in actual torment?” Yes I 
do. “Well,” you say, “I think 
that’s terrible.’”” I wish I could 
make you know how terrible it is! 
It is so terrible you ought to do 
something about it. It is so ter- 
rible you ought not to sleep much 
tonight until you do all you can 
do to keep people out of Hell. 

It is so terrible that Jesus could 
not be at ease in Heaven and had 
to leave. Thirty long, homesick 
years He spent away from Heaven, 
on earth! When the foxes had 
holes and the birds had nests, Jesus 
did not have anywhere to lay His 
head. There was no room in the 
inn. He was born in a borrowed 
cradie; He was buried in a bor- 
rowed grave. When His estate 
was divided up there was only one 
seamless garment that anybody 
cared about. Jesus cared so much 
about this matter of Hell that He 
came to suffer the torments of the 
damned, the bloody sweat in Geth- 
semane and the burning of a 
traitors shameful kiss upon His 
cheek, the thorns on His brow and 
the spittle on His face, the pluck- 
ing out of His hair and the gall 
that was pressed over His lips, and 
the torments as He hung on 
Calvary. Jesus suffered this be- 
cause He did not want people to go 
to Hell! 

Somebody says, ‘“That’s hor- 
rible!” Yes, that is_ horrible. 
Somebody says, “I wouldn’t serve 
a God like that.” Maybe you 
wouldn’t, but that is the kind of 
God you are going to meet and 
deal with, my friend, whether you 
like it or not! Whether you love 
Him or hate Him, you are going 
to deal with a God that punishes 
sin.

Listen to me now. I have been 
criticized by experts. I don’t care 
so much. I have preached plain 
and some do not like it. If peo- 
ple carp and sneer—maybe for a 
moment I am affected by it. I 
go to bed and I try to sleep, but 
I keep hearing, “Don’t let them 
come to Hell—-my five brothers!” 

You may not want a revival 
here in America, but in Hell they 
sure do. You may not want a 
revival in your churches around 
this country, but everybody in 
Hell is sure praying for it. Ev- 
erybody in Hell says, “Go on 
there; get my buddies. Make 
them mad if you want to; insult 
them if you have to, but wake 
them up! In God’s name, get 
my five brothers!” 

You know, we would be better 
preachers to listen to the voice 
from Hell begging for these lost 
brothers instead of being too eas- 
ily offended, too easily side-track- 
ed, and trying to be too tactful 
and ‘nice. A lot of people are so 
tactful they don’t ever make con- 
tact. Don’t you think it would 
be.a..mighty good thing if we 
would say, “Let’s win those five 
brothers that somebody in Hell is 
praying for?” 

I think this is something to 
think about. We can even make 
Hell a little bit lighter by having 
revivals here. Somebody down in 
Hell this .afternoon just rejoiced 
and the fire was not so hot be- 
cause a father and two boys came 
to the Lord.

dead they would repent.’ He sure 
let the cat out of the bag then! 
“Why are you in Hell, rich man 


oh, so poor now, once rich? Why 
are you here?” 
‘I didn’t repent,’ he cries. 
“And what about your lost 


brothers? 
Hell?” 

“They have got to repent or 
they will come here, too.” 

Listen to me, dear man. If 
you do not repent you will go to 
Hell. It is turn or burn. You will 
turn from your sins or die in 
your sins. You are going to turn 
or burn, 

Sam Jones said, “Quit your 
meanness.’ Some very meticulous 
theologians say, “That’s not ade- 
quate terminology for frepent- 
ance.” Maybe not, but that is 
certainly involved. If you do not 
turn your wicked heart from your 
sins, you are going to burn in 
eternal fire.

organization or denominational 
programmes. The Spirit of the 
eternal God is on the move. The 
so-called Luther Reformation, the 
Wesley revival, the Moody awak- 
ening, the Billy Sunday campaigns 
were all the objects of scorn and 
doubt on the part of the mighty 
ecclesiastical bodies of their days, 
Even Christ was opposed by 
ehurch leaders. He moved on in 
Spite of them, marched by them, 
climbed over them, and is con- 
quering all over the world, in most 
instances without them.
